Built to Run W ith Liquid Tar as Fusi 
— Test Successful and Larger 
Ones Being B uilt 


A new Germ an typo of oil engine Is 
built to run with liquid tar as 
fuel. 
One of the large gas com panies had 
the engine designed in order to tee 
w hether such tar 
coming from 
coal 
tar distillation could not be used to 
operate an engine 
The present en­ 
gine is built for 100-horse power and 
was tested by coupling with a dyna­ 
mo. 
S tarting and bi ating up In th e 
first place was done by m eans of par­ 
affin oil. 
The engine w ;ub run on a 66- 
hour endurance test carrying a two- 
thirds load, and after tile trial it was 
found that the valves and the other 
parts wet** very clean and there was 
no deposit such as might be feared 
inside the engine. 
A very regular run 
nlng was also one of the good points 
observed, 
follow ing this successful 
test, there are to be built engines of 
much larger size, which are to give 
600-horse power 
It is found that the 
full value of the ta r comes not far 
below that of paraffin oil for the sam e 
weight.

Washing In Denatured Alcohol Will 
Do Wonders With th# Frame— 
Faded Flowers th* Hardest to 
Bring Back to Color. 


The girl who does not want to spend 
an o th er dollar on her hats can do a 
surprising am ount of freshening 
Let 
h er rem ove the trim m ing and freshen 
the hat Itself. 
A black h at Is easy 
It can be made to look like new by 
w ashing in denatured alcohol after 
dusting. Th* entire hat may be soaked 
In the alcohol and while still dam p It 
Is straightened where bent. 
T he woman who once a week wipes 
off black hats with alcohol and also 
uses It on ribbons will find h er hats 
w ear much longer. 
Colored bats th a t hava faded ara 
seem ingly hopeless, but a box of wa- 
ter-color paint, or some of the spe­ 
cial dyes for straw hats, soon restores 
th e ir beauty. 
Soiled white h ats can 
be freshened by bread cru m b s—a fa­ 
vorite method of cleaning with many 
milliner*—and they ara Improved by 
coating thickly with magnesia, which 
Is kept on over night 
One woman 
u ses the w hitener th a t she put on ber 
•hoes. 
Sunburnt h ats are hard to freshen. 
If good, they should 
be sent 
to a 
bleacher; lf not w orth that, try bleach­ 
ing them at hom e with oxalic acid, a 
teaspoonful to a pint of water. 
Scrub the straw* well, then rinse at 
once with hot water, followed by cold. 
W ipe dry and hang In the sun While 
atm damp, press with a hot Iron on 
th e wrong side, with a thin cloth 
over the straw. 
W hite feathers and the num erous 
aig rettes of the season m ay be made 
snowy by cleaning In a paste made of 
gasoline end white cornmeal, and Tins- 
Ing with gasoline alone, or with more 
of the paste until It shows no soil. 
If 
the curl has come out, hold It over the 
kitchen range o r curl the flues, a few 
a t a time, with th e back of a heated 
silver knife. 
Ribbons may be washed In alcohol 
•n d pressed under heavy paper or a 
thick cloth while still slightly dam p 
Faded flowers are alm ost hopeless, 
but may be freshened by coloring 
with powdered rouge, rubbing off the 
edges for shaded effects 
Steel buckles can be soaked In coal 
oil for six or eight hours, then pol­ 
ished with Ane em ery 
J e t is bright­ 
ened by nibbing In alcohol and polish­ 
ing with tissue paper. 
Dulled bronze 
and gilt trim m ings are difficult, but 
may be som ew hat freshened by good 
silver polish thinned with alcohol In­ 
stead of water. 
Lace th a t will wash should be first 
soaked In cold water, then put In a 
glass Jar with lukew arm w ater and a 
tiny pinch of borax and well shaken. 
Rinse well in several 
hot 
waters, 
•queexe out most of the m oisture and 
dry by covering a drawing board with 
a Turkish towel, to which the lace Is 
pinned each point In position
